Washing-ton, Dec. 10—(AP) — 


Gen. George C. Marshall 
today 


upheld the accuracy of the fore- 
casts the Army's Intelligence divi- 
sion made regarding Japan's major 
military attack plans in the crit- 
ical pre-war days before Dec. 7, 
1941. 


Marshall 
told a 
senate-house 


inquiry that the Pearl Harbor at- 
tack was "a slash but not a pro- 
posed invasion at all". 


He added that the main Jap- 


anese offensive was aimed to the 
south, just as the Intelligence divi- 
sion had estimated.

ber. 19-11. that a movement by the 
Japanese into Thailand and the 
Gulf of Siam would involve the 
United States and Great Britain 
in war. 


Sen. Ferguson noted that Mar- 


shall and Adm. Harold R. Stark 
then chief of naval operations, had 
sent a memorandum to the late 
President Roosevelt on Nov. 5 
1941, saying that further Japanese 
aggressive moves should bring re- 
taliation if the Japs moved west of 
100 degrees east, or south of 10 
degrees north of Thailand. 


Told Japs Were on Move 


The Michigan senator 
brought 


out that on Dec. 6 Ambassador 
John G. Winant had messaged 
Washington from London that the 
Japanese were ' on the move. 


"That message that they were 


on the move meant war, didn't it?' 
Ferguson asked. 


"I was of the opinion at that 


time that the government would 
be forced to accept a condition of 
hostilities," the witness replied. 


He said he thought that Admiral 


Stark concurred with him in the 
belief that to permit the Japanese 
to enter the Gulf of Siam would 
put them on the "back door of 
Sing-apore." 


Synchronized Activities 


War chronologies shov;. that the 


7, 1941. synchronized with 


their other aggressive thrusts. 


Marshall made the point, how- 


ever, that it was his personal opin- 
ion that the move into Thailand 
would mean the involvement of 
this country and Great Britain in 
the war. He said the governments 
of the two countries held the final 
decision, not the military men such 
*s he and Stark. 


Ferguson replied that he was 


seeking the views of the chief of 
staff, particularly so that he might 
find out what alerts had been 
given to the armed forces. 


Ferguson told reporters in ad- 


vance of today's session that he 
was interested in some secret war- 
time documents of Great Britain. 
Specifically, he said, he wants to 
know: 


1. Whether there was a joint 


plan in 19-11 committing the Unit- 
ed States and Britain 
to war

March 5. 1945, when a Japanese 
patrol set off vomiting gas candles 
in a Signal Corps area at Biak. 
New Guinea. 


Loucks said several Americans 


were made severely ill but none 
killed.

London, Dec. 10.—Ever since m\ 


tour of Germany at the time ot 
the fateful Munich conference ir 
193S this column has repeatedly in- 
sisted that Hitler deliberately set 
about to destroy Christianity ir 
the Fatherland, substituting the 
pagan creed under which he him- 
self was a Messiah, because he 
realized that no Christian would 
support his plot of murder and en- 
slavement in Europe. 


Concrete evidence that this was 


indeed the nazi anti-Christ pro- 
gram has now been placed in my 
hands here in London. This is in 
the form of an amazing secret re- 
port discovered in the files of the 
Reich security department in Ber- 
lin, and because I regard it as of 
the 
highest 
importance I am 


breaking in ojj our daily account 
of life in the British isles in order 
to report it here. It represents one 
of the great allied problems in the 
rehabilitation of Hitlerized Ger- 
many. 


This document, which was for 


official guidance, analyzed the op- 
erations of the 
Oxford 
Group 


(moral rearmament) under leader- 
ship of Dr. Frank Buchman, and 
warned that it was dangerous to 
nazidom as an instrument of Chris- 
tianity. The official files in Berlin 
also disclosed that directives for 
the 
suppression of the 
Oxford 


Group in both Germany and in oc- 
cupied countries were issued on the 
strength of this document. 


"The Oxford Group." says the 


document, "as a whole constitutes 
an attack upon the nationalism of 
the state. It preaches revolution 
against the national state and has 
quite evidently become its "Chris- 
tian opponent." 


Brutally Blunt Line 


Finally, in one brutally blunt 


line, it discloses the fuehrer's pur- 
pose to smash Christianity in Ger- 
many. "They fthe Oxford Group) 
encourage their members to place 
themselves 
fully 
beneath 
the 


Christian Cross, and to oppose the

:oday at the Nuernberg war crimes 
trial.

directive signed March 5, 1941, 
by Field Marshal Walhelm Keitel, 
chief of the high command, pro- 
posing a Japanese attack on Sin- 
gapore as a means of "forcing 
England to the ground quickly 
and thereby keeping the United 
States out of the war." 


That Keitel was reluctant at 


that time to fight America was 
seen in his warning that Japanese 
attacks be extended to bases "of 
American naval power only if 
entry of the United States into 
the war cannot be prevented." 


In a court session marked by 


the plea - of innocence by Ernst 
Kaltenbrunner, once-dreaded No. 


man in the Gestapo, American 


prosecutors turned to evidence of 
collaboration between Japan and 


ermany in spreading aggression 


throughout the world.

George S. Patton, J r , partly par- 
alyzed trom a Iraetured veitebra 
in the neck, was officially describ- 
ed as critical today by Army ,>.i,d- 
ical officers. 


An official bulletin released at

word "critical" for the first time. 
The general's condition previous- 
ly had been termed serious. 


Patton, commander o fthe U. S. 


15th Army, is a patient at a Hei- 
delberg hospital as a result of the 
injuries suffered yesterday in on 
automobile accident near here. 


A previous bulletin said Patton 


was completely paralyzed below 
the fractured third cervical verta- 
bra in the neck and was suffering- 
from a dislocation of the fourth 
cervical.
